Washington, 
United States government 
plates no action now in connection 
with the condemnation of American 
meat cargoes by the British prize 
sourt. State department officials ex- 
plained today that while there had 
been some preliminary steps toward 
diplomatic negotiations over the 
seizure of the cargoes, action was 
withheld because the American 
packers preferred to exhaust all le- 
gal remedies in England before in- 
voking aid of their government. 

It was recalled that once 
packers appealed to the state de- 
partment, but before officials had 
an opportunity to frame a note to 
the British government the packers 
changed their minds. 

Therefore, the state department 
has been only an interested observer, 
and it was said today this condi- 
tion would continue until the pack- 
ers had gone to the appellate court 
of last resort in England, the judi-. 
cial committee of the privy council.

Chicago, September 16.—‘‘England's 
confiscation of $2,500,000 worth of 
American meat products, as announced 
in the brief press dispatches today, is 
not justified by the facts or any princi- 
ple of international law,” declared a 
Statement issued here today by attor- 
neys for big packing interests. ‘It can 
only be construed as another’ step 
in England’s policy to interfere with 
the trade of American citizens with 
the citizens of neutral countries. All 
these shipments were destined to neu- 
tral countries, and the ship’s papers, 
at the time their seizure, clearly 
showed such fact. They were not des- 
tined to or for the enemy of Great 
Britain, and upon trial of the case, no 
evidence showing they were destined 
to such enemy of Great Britain was 
adduced, and none could have been. 
This makes necessary further presenta- 
tion of stronger protests to the depart- 
ment of state for an equitable adjust- 
ment of the claims. 

Tried to Obey Orders. 

“Prior to the of the seizure 
the shipments effort was 
to comply regulation 
restriction the various 
in council issued by Great Britain, even 
though such orders were clearly in vio- 
lation of the principles of international 
law and concerning which orders our 
State department notified the govern- 
ment of Great Britain that this zoy- 
ernment would not recognize any prize 
court decision upon order in 
council. Notwithstanding this, Ameri- 
can goods were seized and taken jnto 
knglish ports and held there for many 
months before opportunity was given 
to present the claims in the _ prize 
courts. 

“From the start these seizures have 
been arbitrary and unwarranted, and 
in spite of vigorous protests of our 
State department to the represenatives 
of Great Britain. 

Other Shipments Held. 

“There are a number of other ship- 
ments of packing house products, val- 
ued at $12,000,000, being held up in 
Kingland, which have never been 
brought to the prize courts. 

“The situation is such that the pack- 
ers are making light shipments to neu- 
tral countries for fear of further seiz- 
ures, 

“It is of paramount importance that 
Our government protests promptly and 
vigorously against England's interfer- 
ence with our trade with neutral na- 
tions, and aiso insist upon the opening 
of neutral markets to as unrestricted 
shipments from this country were 
enjoyed previous to the Outbreak of 
the war. 

“The result of Great Britain's present 
policy has had a depressing effect on 
the live stock market, and the 
ance of this policy will have 
depressing effect on the live 
dustry.” 
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AMERICAN CARGOES 
DECLARED FORFEITED. 

London, September 16.—The British 
prize court today condemned the ereut- 
er part of the American products form- 
lng the cargoes of four Steamships. The 
products, valued at several million 
lars, are declared forfeited to 
crown. 

The judgment was delivered by Sir 
Samuel T. Evans, president of the court, 
It. involves the cargoes of the Norwe- 
gian steamships Kim, Alfred Nobel, 
Bjornatjerne Bjornsen and _ Fridland. 
All the goods, consisting principally of 
American meat products, are confiscat- 
ed except a small proportion which the 
court released to claimants. 

Scized Last November. 

The case has been pending for sey- 
eral months. The steamships were 
seized last November, and althouen of - 
forts were made by the American ow})- 
ers to obtain an early trial the brit- 
ish authorities set the hearing for ” une. 
The hearing closed last montn and 
judgment was reserved until today,

tured, more than thirteen times the 
amount of goods yw hich, under normal 
circumstances, would have been taken 
to that port.

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LAWS THAT CROSS THE SEAS. 

There is one peculiar phase of the recent 
affair which caused the American g0vern- 
ment to ask for the recall of Austrian Am- 
bassador Dumba, that must rather appeal 
to our sense of humor than excite our in- 
dignation. 

The Austrian law making it a criminal 
offense for subjects of that country to work 
in plants manufacturing munitions of war 
for that empire’s enemies was enacted 
after the refusal of this government to inter- 
fere with such shipments, and specifically 
for the purpose of reaching Austro-Hunga- 
rian subjects in this country. 

Of course it is a law of genera] applica- 
tion, but it was too evidently Austria's reply 
to the American refusal to violate neutral- 
ity to the extent of prohibiting shipments 
of arms and ammunition to a particular na- 
tion or nations. 

So far as the weight and force of such 
a law is concerned, Austria might as well] 
have enacted that it should be a penal 
ofiense for any person residing in America 
to commit majeste against Francis 
Joseph. 

The Austro-Hungarians resident in this 
country were neither urged nor invited to 
come here. They came of their own voli- 
tion; they were simply permitted to come. 
It was a favor which this government ex- 
tended them. When they came they were 
privileged to find any empléyment they 
pleased; nobody forced them into the mu- 
nitions plants. They probably went there 
because they saw opportunity to make bet- 
ter wages. 

It is almost folly to attempt to argue 
that a law made across the Atlantic, or in 
fact in any other foreign country, cannot 
possibly affect the actions of any person 
resident in this country, whether he is a 
citizen or not. Inability to comprehend 
this simple principle is what got Dr. Dumba 
into trouble, notwithstanding the fact that

doubt fell into error through overzealous- 
ness and with no particular intent to offend 
American policies. 

It was upon the basig of this Austrian 
law, passed so evidently to reach that coun- 
try’s subjects resident here, that Dr. Dumba 
made plans to call strikes of the Austro- 
Hungarians working in American munitions 
plants, notwithstanding these foreigners are 
working for their daily bread in full accord 
and harmony with the laws of the United 
States. 

The incident serves to illustrate the 
material difference between the United 
States and the ancient monarchies of Europe 
which find it difficult, even under latter-day 
civilization, to get away from the medieval. 

These monarchies have not yet learned 
that freedom of individual action with no 
limitation except the rights of others is the 
great basic principle of the American gov- 
ernment. Perhaps it will still.be difficult 
for them to understand it when Dr. Dumba 
goes home and tells them about it.

South Carolinians of the 
school, partial to their “morning’s morning,” 
and their evening “nightcaps,” need not de- 
spair over the recent state-wide prohibition 
victory, for it has not given them the “dry” 
grins.
